President Reagan 
iidt tent to Congress n draft 
federal budget far thu 1905 Its- 
rol year which begins on Oc- 
tober I. 

The draft sets budget expen- 
diture at 925.5 thousand million 
dollars, whereas stale treasury 
revenues will stond at 745.1 
ihriusand million. A huge sum 
of money, 3(1.5 thousand million 
rinllnrs. h earmarked for Ihe 
Pentagon — and, taking Into 
al count the militarist pro- 
grammes of other government 
Agencies, total military alloca- 
tions will amount lo 313.4 
thousand million dollars, which 
i9 a peacetime record, or 19 per 
coiit higher lhan In Iho previous 
fiscal year. 

In his message lo Congress 
accompanying ihe draft budget. 
President Reagan declares that 
his administration Intends to 
complete the process of restor- 
ing American mi Ilia ry potential 
to a required level. 

In other words, the United 
States is adopting a programme, 
uiiprcccndenled in scale, for Ihe 
so-called rearmament of the 
country In order to ensure Its 
m;li»ary superiority over the 


Soviet Union. Judging by Iho 
draft budget, the key element 
tn this programme Is a rapid 
build-up In strategic armaments, 
with particular emphasis on Ihe 
luannfaclure of MX (Irat-striko 
ballistic missiles, the Trident 
nuclear submarine system, the 
strategic B-l bombers, and air- 
borne cruise missiles. The draft 
also provides finance for fur- 
ther work on designs for strate- 
gic Stealth bombers, and the 
creation ol anti-satellite sys- 
tems, which will toke tho arms 
race into outer space. 

The draft budget reflects the 
complete failure of the financial 
and economic policies of Ihe 
Reagon administration. In spile 
of its high-sounding promises lo 
balance oil the budget by the 
1984 fiscal year, the federal 
budget Is expected to be In the 
red In Ihe next 1985 fiscal year 
lo the tune of more than 180 
thousand million dollars. The 
Inlluenllal Conference Board 
research organization estimates 
that the huge budget deficits of 
approximately 200 thousand 
million dollars will persist in 
ihe United Stales for at least a 
number of years.

By (he lime the present administration came Info office 
In Washington, ihe Untied States' total expenditures on mi- 
litary space programmes approached 100,000 million dollars, 
writes A. Vasilyev, Candidate of Technical Sciences tn lha 
newspaper IZVESTIA. Tho mllltartxallon ol outer, space has 
become one ol the Important coznponen/s of fhe overall pro- 
grammes to rearm the United Stales. In lhe 1089 fiscal year , 
8,500 million dollars were earmarked far using space for mb 
lllary purposes. 

The writer exposes the Idea often expressed in ihe Weal 
that a military conlllci In space will not affect the Earth. 
One con only agree fn this respect with the view expressed 
by the well-known American expert In mtlttary problems, 
Pro! R. Qaivtn, who said that a war In space would nol so 
much mean an alternative to war an Borlfi, buf would be a 
prelude to such a war. 

The Soviet Union seeks to exclude this prospect, the ar- 
ticle notes.

second. Usually, In gluuromn 
operations the holes In tho eye, 
through which the eye liquid 
can easily leak out, are made by 
a special metallic needle. This la 
a Very complicated operation 
and not always safe. 

The cure for glaucoma by 
means ot a laser, worked out 
by Soviet scientists, has been 
patented In many countries. 

The possibility at using a loser 
beam lo “weld" the exfoliated 
retina to the cornea has also 
made surgical history. Some 30 
years ago this disease wus prac- 
tically Incurable. Now tho great- 
er part of such patients cuu 
count on recovery. 

The Soviet Union has accumu- 
lated a wealth ol experience in 
replacing tile natural crystalline 
lens, alter removal of a cataract, 
by an artificial one.

It 
was to suffor severe damage 
however, at Iho hands ol the 
nazis.

Early last year scientists be- 
gan an experiment in which thoy 
grew an embryo of a coll In a 
lest Lube and transplanted It in 
a recipient cow which later gave 
birth Lo a calf named Firstling. 

This successful experiment by 
Soviet scientists who artificially 
inseminated and grew tin ovo- 
cyte, a conception cell tn vitro 
with a consequent transplanta- 
tion in a recipient cow became 
a major step In world biology.

As In previous years the USSR 
has Increased Its 1984 Invest- 
ment programme. Capital In- 
vestments In the national econ- 
omy as a whole amount to 
140,600 million roubles, almost 
4 per cent more their In 1903. 

The growth of capital invest- 
ments Is accumpanloit by very 
serious qualitative changes deal- 
ing with lhe structural propor- 
tions. In short. It means less new 
fuuiulB lions laid and more new 
industrial pro] eels built. Tills Lb 
not e paradox but [ho solution 
nf some problems which began 
lo tako shape in the 711-,. 

The thing Is dial tho L SSH 
quite deservedly long ago gained 
tho reputation ot being Hie 
world's blggcsi cuasli ucllnn situ 
and, at the some lime, It began 
experiencing Iho negative con- 
sequences ol a steady growth In 
I Is building programme. Ii pro- 
duced mure and moro but also 
wen | on building on a large 
*cn!e u nit I ni Iasi tho aiiiiiuni of 
Incomplete building wuik ac- 
tually became equivalent lo llir 
annual capital investments.
